New Delhi, the Srd September 1970 

S.O. 2071.—Whereas the Central Government Ls of opinion that in exercise of 
the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) 
Act, 1063 (22 of 1963) and In supersession of all existing notiticatlons on the subject 
it is necessary or expedient so to do lor the development of export trade of India, 
that the jute products should be subjected to quality' control and Inspection prior 
to export; 

And whereas the Central Government has forniuiated the proposals speclfled 
below for the said purpose and has forwarded the same to the Export In.‘=pectlon 
Council as required by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control 
Inspection) Rules, 1964; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the said sub-ruie, the Central Government hereby 
publishes the said proposals for the information of the public likely to be affected 
thereby. 

2. Notice Is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objection 
or suggestion with respect to the said proposails may forward the same within 
thirty days of the date of publication of this notification to the Export Inspection 
Council, ‘World Trade Centre’ 14/1-B, Ezra Street (7th Floor), Calcutta-1, 

Proposals 

(1) To notify that Jute products shall be subject to quality control and Inspec¬ 
tion prior to export; 

(2) To specify the type of quality control and Inspection In accordance with the 
draft Export of Jute Products (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules 1970, set 
out In Annexure I to this notification as the type of quality control and inspection 
which will be applied to such jute products prior to their export; 

(3) To recognise—(a) contractual specifications subject to a minimum decided 
by a nenai of experts appointed for this purpose for a given construction, or 

( 1443 ) 
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(b) In the absence oi contractual specificaitions, specifications, it any, issued by 
the Indian Standards Institution lor that construction, or 

(c) in the absence oil contractual specifications or specifications issued by the 
Indian Staordards Institution, specifications as formulated by the penal ol experts 
appointed lor such purposes. 

(4) To prohibit the export, in the course of international trade, ol any such 
(ute products unless the same are accompanied by a certificate issued by any ol the 
Export Inspection Agencies estaiblished under section 7 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Act, 1903 to the effect that the jute products are export¬ 
worthy. 

(5) Nothing In this notification shall apply to the export ol samples of jute 
products to prospective buyers, the l.o.b. value ol which does not exceed rupees 
one hundred. 

(0) In this notification “jute products” shall mean any ol the following classes 
hi products manufactured from Jute, namely,— 

(1) ‘Hessian’ that is, a plain woven fabric weighing from 4i oz to 18 oz 
yard (139.5 gm to 434.0 gm per metre) with a normal basic width ol 
40" (101,60 cm); 

(il) ‘Sacking Cloth’, that is, a heavy, loosely-woven cloth, either plain or twill, 
weighing from 12 oz to 34.56 oz a yard (372 gm to 1072 gm a metre) 
ol different widths. 

(til) ‘Hessian’ and ‘Sacking Bags’, thart Is, bags made from the cloth referred 
to at (1) and (2) respectively and used as containers lor a variety 
ol commodities and shall Include Jute wool packs. 

(Iv) ‘Carpet Backing Cloth’, that is, broad-loom hessian ol different construc¬ 
tions weighing from 6.3 oz to 13-25 oz per yard (196.8 gm to 410.'3 gm 
per metre) with the width range varying from 29" to 200" ,(73.8 cm to 
608 cm).

Draft rules proposed to be made under section 17 of the Export (Quality Control 
and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963) 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules msfy be called the Export 
al Jute Products (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the 

Z DefljUtion.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 

of 1963). 

(b) 'Agenc/ means the Export Inspection Agencies established at Cochin, 

Madras, Calcutta, Bombay and Delhi under section 7 of the Act. 

(c) ‘Council’ means the Export Inspection Council estabEshed under section 3 

of the Act. 

(d) ‘Jute products’ mean any of the following classes of products manu¬ 

factured from Jute, namely,— 

(1) 'Hessian' that Is, a plain woven fabric weighing, from 4J oz to 18 oz 

a yard (139.6 gm to 434.0 gm per metre) with a normal basic width 
of 40" (101,60 cm); 

(2) ‘Sacking Cloth’, that Is, a heavy, loosely-woven cloth, either plain or 

twill, weighing from 12 oz to 34.56 oz a yard (372 gm to 1072 gm 
a metre) of different widths and shall Include jute bagging lor 
wrapping cotton bales. 

(3) ‘Hessian’ and Sacking Bags’, that Is, bags made from the cloth referred 

to at (1) and (2) respectively and used as containers for a variety 
of commodities and shall Include jute wool packs. 

(4) ‘Carpet Backing Cloth’, that Is, broad-loom hessian of different cons¬ 

tructions weighing from 0.3 oz to 13.25 oz per yard 

410.8 gm per metre) with the width range varying from 29 to 200 

,^73.8 cm to 508 cm). 
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Ti. In-process Quality Control.—The quality of jute products intended for export 
shall be ensured by effecting the following controls, at different stages of manu¬ 
facture, together with the levels of control, as given below— 

(1) A laboratory and inspection department shall be maintained which shall 

be suitably equipped and staffed to carry out tests and Inspection in 
the frequency advised by the Council to ensure that the products 
manufactured conform to the specifications. 

(2) AU records of tests and inspection shall be maintained in the manner 

prescribed by the Council and shall be made available to the Council/ 
Agency. 

(3) ( 1 ) The tests and inspection, as specified ui the Appendices and the 

Tables appended to these rules amd at the levels of control specified 
therein, shall be carried out on all that part of the production of the 
mill which is covered by this scheme and appropriate records and 
charts shall be regularly and systematically martntained, 

(li) For the purpose of inspection under these rules all Indian Hessian/ 
Sacking cloth and bags/carpet backing of one definite type and quality 
manufactured under similar conditions In one single day shall constitute 
a control unit. 

(lil) The material shall have suitable mark of identification so that they 
could be traced back to the particular machine manufact\iring them 
for talking corrective action whenever necessary. 

(iv) Tests; 

(a) Hessian and Sacking—As in Appendix ‘A’ 

(b) Hessian Bag.s—As in Appendix ‘B’ 

(cl Sacking Bag.s—As in Appendix ‘C’ 

(d) Jute Woolpack—As in Appendix ‘D’ 

(e) Jute Bagging for Wrapping Cotton Bales—^As in Appendix ‘E’ 

(f) Jute Carpet Backing rubric ,—As in Appendix ‘F’. 

(4) It Is rccommened that five reels of .lute yarn of one definite type and 

quality manulacturcd under similar conditions may be drawn every 
trim hours and tested for strength. 

(5) The Jute products shall be stencilled with the following mark. 

FIT FOR EXPORT 

if the jute products in the bale/roll conform to the various require¬ 
ments of the specification 

(fi) In addition, the following information shall be stencilled, with indelible 
ink, on each bale/roll. The letters and figure.s in marking shall be not 
less than 4 cm in height • 

(a) Name of manufacturer and/or registered trade mark, if any; 

(b) Bale/roll number; 

(c) Gross weight; 

(dl Net weight; 

(e) Country of origin, 

(f) Shipping Mark; 

(g) Name of the material: 

(h) Number of metres (or yards; of hessian/bags; 

(11 Port of entry and destination (If other lhan port of entry): 

(j) Any other information required by the buver or by the law in force. 

(7) In respect of other clauses of the sperifl<"ition and at all stages of manu- 
faLture. fhe factory shall in.iintain appr'priatc control and check.s to 
ensure that the product (onforms to the various requirements of the 
specification. 

(li) A separate record shall be maintained givln.g informal Ion relating to the 
rejection of control units, which do not conform to the speclficaliou. 

(9) The mill .shall supply, free of charge, the sample or samples required for 
testing in accordance with the scheme. 

(10) If. at any time, there is some difficulty m maintaining the conformity of 
the product to the specification, or the lesting equipment goes out of 
order, or if directed to do so by the Aeenty for anv reason, Ihe mark¬ 
ing of the product PIT FOR EXPORT shall be suspended under 
intimation in the Agency and to the Couneil. The marking m.av be 
re.suincd as soon as the deXecis are lemoved or when the Agency or

the Council give the permission to do so. The information regaling 
resumption of marking shall also be sent to the Agency and to the 
Council- 

4. Finished Products Inspection.—in addition to tests by mills, each consignment 
marked FIT FOR EXPORT shall be Inspected by the Agency. If the tests 
done by the Agency indicate failure of samples drawn from the materials marked 
with export mark in any one or more requirement of the standard speclflcation, 
further marking of the product in the mill shall be suspended If so advised by 
the Agency The marking shall be resumed only after the defects In the product 
have been rectified to the satisfaction of the Agency. 

6- Boala of Inapectton.—Inspection of jute products shall be carried out with 
a view to seeing that the same conform to the specifications recognised by the 
Central Government under section a of the Act (hereinafter referred to as the 
standard specifications). 

0. Procedure of Inspection.—(1) The exporter shall give Intimation in writing 
to the Agency recognised under section 7 of the Act and submit along with such 
intimation a declaration that the consignment of jute products has been manu¬ 
factured or is being manufactured by exercising quality control measures as per 
control referred to under rule 3, and that the consignment conforms to the require¬ 
ments of the specifications recognised for the purpose, 

(2) The exporter shall also furnish to the Agency the identification marks 
applied on the consignment. 

(.3) Every Intimation and declaration under sub-rule (1) shall roach the office 
of the Agency not les.s than three days prior to the despatch of the consignment 
from the manufacturer’s premise.s. 

(4) On receipt of the intimation and declaration under snb-nile (1). the Agency 
shall carry out the inspection of jute products in accordance with rule .3 and the 
Instructions In this behalf l.ssuod by the Council from time to time. 

(5) (1) If on inspection, the agenev is of opinion that the hite products do not 
comnly with the requirements of rule 3 and the instructions issued in this behalf 
by the Council, it shall intimate the exporter accordingly and may give op option 
to the exporter to again present the same for inspection once, after making pood 
the deficiencies or defects, wltblp a period not exceeding thirty days from the date 
of such Intimation. 

(ii) The exporter may present the Jute products for re-inspectlon to the Agency 
after giving ndvamce intimation of not less than three days. 

7. Ccrtlfloatc of Inspection.—After satisfying itself that the iute products have 
been manufactured as per the requirements of rtilc 3 and the matprlal on inspection 
conform to the specifications recognised bv the Central Government under section fi 
of the Act, the Agency shall issue a certlflcnte declaring the consignment as export¬ 
worthy. 

fl. Place of Inspection—Tnsnectlon of Jute products for the purposes of these 
rules, shall be carried out at the premises of the mills. 

0. Insuection fee.—A fee at the rate of six p.alse for every one hundred rupees 
of the F.O.B. value of such consignment shall bp paid as inspection fee for Inspection 
of Jute products. 

10. Apocal.—fl) Any per.son a'»c'rle\'ed bv the refusal of ibe Agency to Issue 
0 certificate under rule 7, mav. within ten davs of the receipt of the communication 
of such refusal by him prefer an apneat to .a penal of experts consisting of not lep.s 
than three persons, as mav be con"tituted for the purpose by the Central Gevern- 
ment 

d) The quorum for the penal shall be three. 

(.3) The decision of the panel on such appeal sli.sH bo fin.sl-
